mostly in the 1700 and 1800s," said George 
Burgess, a UF ichthyologist, who worked to, 
establish the fish as a separate species. “From 
now on, scientists likely will describe only the 

./smaller, cryptié species that have aydided detec- 
tién)despite our best efforts.” _/ 

Burgess and James D. Williams, a ‘scientist 
-with the U.S. Geological Survey Laboratory in 
Gainesville, describe the new species of bass, 
called Micropterus “cataractae and found in. 
rivers in Florida, Georgia and Alabama, in the 
Oct. 8 edition of the journal “The Bulletin of the 
Florida Museum of Natural History.” 

The species getting a scientific name has actu- 
ally been known by anglers for the last 50 years 
as the shoal bass because it thrives in the shoals 
of'rivers, Burgess said.

America, expeditiously, putting their hooks and 
nets in the'water forthe first time and shooting 
birds out of the sky and mammals out. of the 
hills, the first creatures to be discovered were 
those that were particularly easy to catch and 
shoot,” Burgess said. “What's exciting about this 
species is that it's'a big fish and probably will be 


the last sport fish to be described’ in North . 


American waters.” 

Scientific identification of the fish is of interest 
to'Florida's-huge sport-i fishing industry, Burgess 
said, because it paves the way for conservation 
efforts to begin. 

Shoal bass face many threats inchiding dams, 
human population sprawl and the introduction 
of‘non-native fish species, he said. 

“Largemouth bass'are the primary species for 
sport fishing in freshwater here im Florida,” he 
said. “There are numerous bass fishing tourna- 
ments that’ attract thousands of people to the 
state every year. The shoal bass, being a relative

It gives us a feeling of 
optimism, a sense that every- 
thing is OK. 

The legend that you'll find a 
pot of gold: at the end of the 
rainbow is about 200 years old. 
It originated in the 19th centu- 
ry book "Teutonic Mythology": 
Author Jacob Grimm writes: 
"where the rainbow reaches the 
earth, there is a gold dish." 

Finding that "gold dish" is 
another matter. Have you ever 
tried walking toward ‘a ‘rain- 
bow? It can be a very frustrat- 
ing experience. As you get clos- 
er to the rainbow it seems to 
move away from you because 
the wind tends to move the rain 
clouds away. A 

Even if you do catch up with 
it, the rainbow will disappear. 
In order to see the rdinbow you 
must be located bètween. the 
sun and the raindrops.’ ‘Once 
you enter the rainbow you can't 
see the reflected light and the 
rainbow is gone. 

Not everyone has been as 
enamored with rainbows as we 
have, The Karens of Burma 
thought rainbows were demon- 
ic spirits that devoured human 
spirit. They blamed any acci- 
dent, particularly drowning, on 
rainbows. 

Some cultures thought a 
rainbow was a weapon. The 


people of Siberia, Lapland and 


‘Finland beliGvedit rainkow was 


a bow used,by the thunder god 
to shoot Tightning `Arrows into 
the-sky. Still others thought the 
rainbow. was, a bridge from 
their world to the spirit world. 
Aristotle was the first scien- 
tist to. figure out that rainbows 


«form when raindrops reflect 


sunlight. In order to see a rain- 
bow you must be standing with 
the sun at your back and'rain 
must be falling in'another part 
of the sky. 

As light enters the raindrop, 


“the sun produces a spectrum of 


colors. The outside rim of the 
bow begins with,reddish tones 
blending through parallel bands 
of yellow, green and blue to the 
inside of the ‘rainbow. Some- 
times you'll see ‘a secondary 
rainbow. Its colors’ are in 
reverse order, with blue on the 
outside rim and red on the 
inside. 

The best time to see a rain- 
bow is immediately after a rain 
shower passes on by and when 
the sun begins tg Shine behind 
the storm, But the easiest way 
to see a rainbow is to create one 
yourself. 

Grab a garden ‘hose, placé 
your thumb over the end of the 
nozzle to produce a misty spray 
and then stand with the sun * 
behind you. You should see. a 
vivid rainbow right in front of you. 

Making a ‘rainbow is easy. 
Finding the pot of gold is tough.
